John Brinkman, Sierra Madre publisher of the 
beautiful magazine, “American Bungalow”, says 
even the word “bungalow” has a friendly character. 
From the turn of the century and through the 1920s 
and 1930s, American had a love affair with the sim¬ 
ple, comfortable and efficient House called a bun¬ 
galow. Today, that love affair picks up once again 
as a whole new generation of Americans have redis¬ 
covered the bungalow. 

You can use broad terms to define this style of ar¬ 
chitecture with the majority being small homes but 
they also refer to the very elegant Gamble House in 
Pasadena as a bungalow. The source of the name is 
from the word bangla, rooted in Bengal, India and 
referred to dwellings used by the British to house 
their colonial administrators. They were perfect for 
the warm climate, usually one-story and with a wide 
porch or veranda. Even the word veranda is from an 
Indian word meaning “generous porch.” 

Back when people flocked to California for health 
or economic reasons they could leave crowded ur¬ 
ban conditions behind. Land here was cheap and 
plentiful and tis type of house enabled you to afford 
to own your own home with a yard and garden as 
well. It was the good life and fulfilled the Ameri¬ 
can Dream. 

A most identifying feature were exterior over¬ 
hanging beams. Of course, there were porches, 
making the family part of the outside world. Rear 
porches, too, often used as utility rooms. Front doors 
usually opened directly into the living room with no

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Obituary 

Bodine dies at 90 


“Activated 

Storytellers!” at Library

Lester Day Bodine died Tuesday, July 22, 1997 at 
Creekside Estates in Red Bluff at the age of 90. 

A long-time resident of Mineral, he was bom to the 
late Charles C. and Lydia Bodine on July 4, 1907 in 
Petaluma, and was raised in Sierra Madre where his fam¬ 
ily operated a dairy. 

After graduating from Pasadena High School in 1925, 
he went to work for A. A. Hauseman, Gwathmy and 
Company, a brokerage firm, and moved quickly up the 
ladder during the fast-paced 1920’s. He left the firm in 
933 when asked to illegally alter some records. When 
he refused, he was told, “Your out of a job.” 

He traveled to Chico to visit his high school sweet¬ 
heart Muriel Tarr. They went to visit a friend in Miner¬ 
al, and while there was offered a job with the WPA to 
clear an approach road to Lassen Volcanic National 
Park. In 1934 he accepted a summer job as dispatcher 
for the Park. During the winters he worked for the R. W. 
Hanna Vina Ranch. During the winters of 1930-1941 
he managed the Ski Area in Lassen Park for the Lassen 
National Park Company. 

He was drafted into the Army Air Corps in 1941, and 
received a commission of 2nd Lieutenant in the 7th 
Army Air Corps at Hickam Field, Hawaii. During 
WWII he received a commission of Major, and was 
awarded the Bronze Star and the Asiatic Pacific (2 stars). 
He retired from the Air Force Reserves as a Lieutenant 
Colonel. 

After being discharged from the service, he mamed 
Muriel Helen Tarr on March 21, 1946. He became a 
permanent Ptu’k Ranger at Lassen Volcanic National 
park on May 21, 1946. He was promoted to South Dis¬ 
trict Ranger in April 1950, and in 1958 he became the 
North District Ranger. In December 1967 he was ap¬ 
pointed Chief Park Ranger and served until his retire¬ 
ment in 1969. For his dedicated years of service, he 
received the Department of the Interior’s Meritorious 
Service Award. 

Bodine was active in the National Ski Patrol and was 
founder of the Lassen Ski Patrol and served as both First 
Aid and Avalanche Instructor. He served on the Olym¬ 
pic Ski Patrol during the 1960 Winter Olympics at 
Squaw Valley, CA. 

He was very active in community affairs. He was a 
member of the Congregational Church of Sierra Madre, 
the Lassen Forest Forum, the Tehama Chapter of the 
American Red Cross, the Friends of the Library, and the 
National Association of Retired Federal Employees. He 
served as Secretary of the Loomis Museum Association 
and was the Chief Financial Officer and a charter direc¬ 
tor of the Lassen park Foundation. He was a board 
member of the Tehama County Historical and Genea¬ 
logical Society and a benefactor of the Mineral School. 

He was president of the Mineral Home Owners’ As¬ 
sociation for 22 years which earned him the unofficial 
title of “Mayor of Mineral”, and was a founding mem¬ 
ber of Mineral Hose Company # 1, a volunteer fire com¬ 
pany. He was a life member of the Sierra Club and the 
Western Snow Conference. He enjoyed gardening and 
skiing (which he did until he was 85) and touring with 
his wife. 

Surviving are his wife of 51 years Muriel of Miner¬ 
al, a brother Berhhard of San Diego, and numerous niec¬ 
es and nephews. 

Memorial services will beheld in Mineral at a later 
date.

Wonderful 
features were their boards 
and overhead cabinets, liv¬ 
ing rcxjms with a fireplace, 
bookcases and inglenooks. 
Some even with beds that 
folded into the walls. 
Kitchens and bathrooms 
were very efficient and 
functional. 

Hardwood floors were 
popular, art glass in win¬ 
dows and interior beams 
and paneling. Other com¬ 
ponents were stone, brick, 
cobblestones and tile. 
Hand in hand with the Arts 
and Crafts movement were 
furnishings. Furniture by 
such artisans as Gustav 
Stickley were very at 
home in bungalows. 

This true California 
style of architecture soon 
spread across the country 
and can be found every¬ 
where. Some places have 
whole neighborhoods of 
bungalows. Prior to World 
War I some were priced as 
low as $900. They could 
be very available, too, fro 


plans you could order or 
prefabricated and ordered 
from Sears Roebuck or 
Montgomery Ward. Mot 
well-known architects de¬ 
signed bungalows but 
many were by unknown 
designers. 

Brinkman gave a talk at 
the last meeting of the Si¬ 
erra Madre Historic Pres¬ 
ervation Society about 
bungalows. This was held 
at the historic home, El 
Retiro, 171 S. Baldwin 
Ave. and known architec¬ 
turally as a “bungalow 
chalet.” 

Recently published is 
“American Bungalow 
Style” authored by Robert 
Winter and one of the most 
beautiful books I’ve seen 
on architecture. This is his 
second book on bunga¬ 
lows and done in coopera¬ 
tion with Brinkman’s 
“American Bungalow” 
magazine. Winter has also 
co-authored guide books 
on architecture in Los An¬ 
gels and Southern Califor¬ 
nia. He taught for many 


years at Occidental Col¬ 
lege and is not their Arthur 
G. Coons Professor of His¬ 
tory of Ideas, emeritus. 

He lives in the Arroyo 
section of Pasadena in a 
glorified bungalow, home 
built by Ernest and Alice 
Coleman Batchelder.

In 1993, they released their inau¬ 
gural vintage of Northern “Sonoma Estate” bottled Char- 
donnay and Cabernet Sauvignon. The following year the 
“Gallo Sonoma Series” was introduced including Char- 
donnay, Merlot, Zinfandel and Cabernet. This new line 
carried a specific appellation within Sonoma including 
such famous growing regions as Russian River Valley, 
Dry Creek, and Alexander Valley. They even had sin¬ 
gle vineyard designations usually found only on super¬ 
premium brands. 

With these new wines, Gallo launched a new look and 
attitude towards the wine consumers. Many of these 
wines consistently rate in the 90’s in professional wine 
trade tastings. The great press that these wines have 
received over the past few years still haven’t pushed the 
line into the mainstream. They certainly deserve to be! 

Recently, Gallo has branched out even more and is 
now producing other wines without the Gallo label. 
They include Indigo Hills, Anapamu, Zabaco and an 
Italian import called Ecco Domani.

Ecco Domani, meaning ‘There’s Tomorrow,” gives 

us an outstanding alterna¬ 
tive to Chardonnay with 
their 1995 Pinot Grigio 
Delle Venezie and a spicy, 
yet soft and smooth Mer¬ 
lot. Both wines are up¬ 
scale, contemporary and 
unique but extremely fair¬ 
ly priced.

State Treasurer Advises Holly Kids 


The Arcadia Police Department responded to 530 
calls for service of which 135 required investi¬ 
gations from Wednesday, July 23, to Tuesday, July 29. |

Understanding Diabetesu A Disease Many Don’t Realize They Have 


Diabetes affects over 
10 million people in the 
U.S., and nearly half of 
them may not know they 
have it. While it can be 
diagnosed by a simple 
blood glucose test, the dis¬ 
ease often does not exhibit 
obvious symptoms. Pri¬ 
marily causing internal 
damage, diabetes be¬ 
comes apparent only 
when a resulting medical 
complication occurs. 

Even though the dis¬ 
ease is incurable, diabetics 
can live long, productive 
lives if they first educate 
themselves about the ill¬ 
ness and learn the steps 
they need to take to cope 
with it. It is one of the few 
chronic diseases that can 
be controlled with self¬ 
management. 

What Is Diabetes? 

Diabetes is a disease in 
which the human body 
loses its capacity to con¬ 
vert glucose (blood sugar, 
the body’s major fuel) into 
energy. A good portion of 
what one eats is broken 
down into glucose and 
eventually passed into the 
bloodstream. For most of 
us, the pancreas monitors 
the blood glucose level in 
the body and releases the 
right amount of insulin, a 
hormone. Insulin allows 
excess glucose to be con¬ 
verted into energy. How¬ 
ever, in a diabetic, this 
self-adjusting mechanism 
no longer works, causing 
excess sugar in the blood, 
which then damages 
blood vessels and other 
organs. 

There are two types of 
diabetes. Type I and II. In 


Type I diabetes, also re¬ 
ferred to as juvenile or in¬ 
sulin-dependent diabetes, 
the pancreas no longer 
produces insulin. Consid¬ 
ered an auto-immune dis¬ 
order, it is believed that 
Type I occurs when the 
cells of the immune sys¬ 
tem invade the pancreas 
and destroy the body’s 
own insulin-producing 
beta cells. 

On the other hand, in 
Type II diabetes the pan¬ 
creas may produce an in¬ 
sufficient amount of insu¬ 
lin, or it may produce 
enough but the body is 
unable to use it properly. 

How Is It Cau.sed? 

A combination of fac¬ 
tors appears to cause dia¬ 
betes. First, there’s usu¬ 
ally a genetic predisposi¬ 
tion to the disease. Sec¬ 
ond, there mu.st be a trig¬ 
ger. Type I is believed to 
be triggered by a virus or 
other environmental 
trauma, while Type II is 
believed to be triggered by 
a combination of aging 
and excess weight. 

What Are Some Of Its 
Complications? 

Complications of diabe¬ 
tes include progressive vi¬ 
sion loss (diabetic 
retinopathy), kidney dam¬ 
age (diabetic nephropa¬ 
thy), nerve damage (dia¬ 
betic neuropathy) that lead 
to kidney disea.se and high 
blood pressure, among 
others. Early detection 
and management is key to 
preventing complications. 
Regular blood tests are 
recommended for early 
detection a recognizable 
symptoms are often not 
apparent. 


What Are Some Of 


In the case of Type I, 
symptoms may begin sud¬ 
denly, often after a viral 
illness such as a cold or flu, 
while the symptoms for 
those afflicted with Type II 
seem to appear gradually. 
Some of the common 
symptoms of diabetes in¬ 
clude excessive thirst, fre¬ 
quent urination, rapid 
weight loss, fatigue and 
weakness, irritability and 
mood swings, blurred vi¬ 
sion, frequent skin infec¬ 
tions or itchy skin, tingling 
or numbness in legs, feet 
or fingers, impotence in 
men, vagina) infections in 
women and slow healing 
of cuts and bruises. 

How Important Is 
Diet In Diabetes Care? 

Diet plays an important 
role in both controlling and 
preventing the disea.se. At 
present Type I diabetes is 
not preventable, but can be 
controlled. In addition to 
taking daily insulin injec¬ 
tions exercising regularly 
and testing blood sugar 
levels periodically, self¬ 
management of Type I dia¬ 
betes includes controlling 
blood sugar and choles¬ 
terol levels through a diet 
low in sugar and fat and 
high in complex carbohy¬ 
drates and fiber. A.similar 
regimen of diet, exercise 
and regular testing are rec¬ 
ommended as preventive 
measures for Type II dia¬ 
betes. The goal is to keep 
blood sugar levels low and 
avoid being overweight. 

Following a diet may be 
particularly difficult for 
those who follow certain 
cultural food habits.

progress to develop a drug 
that will prevent the de¬ 
struction of insulin pro¬ 
ducing cells. Scientists at 
Washington University in 
St Louis recently found a 
small protein - C-peptide - 
that may protect against 
diabetic complications in 
animals. If confirmed, the 
discovery could lead to 
major changes in the treat¬ 
ment of human patients, 
with C-peptide being 
added to diabetics’ regular 
doses of insulin. 

For those who already 
have diabetes, organ trans¬ 
plants may hold hope for 
the immediate future. Af¬ 
ter a pancreatic transplant, 
the new pancreas begins to 
produce insulin, and insu- 
lin shots are no longer 
needed. However, such 
transplants are under con¬ 
sidered only a part of a 
dual transplant involving a 
second organ, usually a 
kidney. Another method 
under study is the trans¬ 
planting of insulin produc¬ 
ing cells. 

Diabetics may soon 
benefit from the improved 
quality of insulin, which 
are becoming far more re¬ 
fined and purer than in the 
past. “Designer” insulin, 
stylized to suit a diabetic’s 
absorption rate, may soon 
become available. An ar¬ 
tificial pancreas and an 
implantable insulin sen.sor 
and delivery system are 
also among advanced 
treatment options being 
tested.
